T\Mi'A, Fi.A., July 21.— Tapipa is dis- 
cussing an army scandal to-day. To be 
sure. It is only whispered, but the whis- 
pers might as well be shouts, as far as 
ranife and territory are concerned. Tlie 
basis of the story is found in a telegram 
from the Secretary of War arbitrarily di- 
recting that no contract for the transpor- 
tation of troops from Tampa be given to 
tlie Plant System. Then there is a s*tory 
of an investigation and a meeting of army 
oHicers at which pointed inquiries were 
made concerning the purchase of water 
at one half cent per gallon, and the sale 
of ttie same water after its transportation 
ou a steamer leased by the Government 
at one and half and two cents per gallon. 
The water was bought for the GK>vem< 
ment, transported by the Government 
and sold to the Government, the whole 
arrangement betnx Ttry profitable to all 
concerned, except the Government and 
the soldiers who drank the water. Then 
there is a story of a dam at St. Peters- 
burg which was begun but never fin- 
ished, which was built as far as it went 
with Government money and abandoned 
for apparently no cause whatever, except 
the conviction of some peo|)le that a 
competing water plant was not desirable 
under the circumstances— and there are 
stories of other things than water, in fact, 
of nearly everything else but air— and 
to tell the truth the air comes in, for it 
was the demand of the soldiers and their 
doctors for change of air that developed 
the opposition of some army oilicera to 
any cliange at all, and centered the at- 
tention of oflSciala at Washington upon 
specilic detaila uaually left in the hands 
of subordinates. The end of the story ia 
that henceforth the war will be carried 
on largely outside of Tampa, and, as far 
as possible, with the prime purpose of 
fighting Spain. Incidentally it is said 
there will be some changes in the assign- 
ment of execntiv* offlosrs tor the good of 
the service. 

In the meanwhile arrangements are 
beins; pushed for the rapid removal of 
the troops now here to Fernamlina over 
the Florida Central and Peninsula lines. 
The movement is temporarily delayed on 
account of lack of cars, but the assurance 
is given that beginning to-morrow at 
least one regiment daily will be moved. 
So far only the Thirty<second Michigan 
and Firat Florida ref^ments have gone. 
It is thought that tlie eight regiments of 
volunteer troops here will leave within a 
week. 

It ia perhaps signiticaut that five trans 
ports which were due here foar days ago 
liave not come into port. It is said here 
that they liave i>een turned back on ac 
count of a misunderstanding between the 
Oovemment and the Plant System.
